FRANKFORT, KY., Aug. 5.— 
Probably forty one-room and ten 
two-room teacher colored schools will 
be built in Kentucky this year by 
reason of State Supt. V. O. Gilbert's 
success in securing $45,000 of the 
Rosenwald fund for building colored 
schools for the State. 

This fund is administered by the 
Tuskegee Institute. For on^-teacher 
rural schools the fund allows $400 
and for two-teacher schools $500. The 
balance, $200 to $400, must be fur- 
nished by the county board or the 
community. 

Many Kentucky counties are hav- 
ing difficulty in building schools for 
eitlHrwIiite or colored childfen, and 
the'sitdation fs particularly bad with 
reference to accommbdation for the 
colored pupils. 

The buildings must be erected ac- 
cording to specifieations {^pointed by 
the fund under supervision of a resi- 
dent representative. Supt. Gill^ert 
has appomted F. M. Wood, of Paris,

"Dear Sir: — Had pronilsed to write 
to you, so I am taking this time to 
do it. Of course I have been a little 
negligent In doing so, but in no way 
have I forgotten the friend of my past 
employment. Was a great deal sur- 
prised in my conception of France 
and its inhabitants, from what I can 
already see of her. * ♦ *Her indus- 
tiree are all of aneient time, no mod- 
em inventions whatever. I must say 
the bicycle has won fame as a means 
of conveyance. They fall for them 
more than the Ameriean doea for the 
auto. 

*'Am glad to say that I am having 

a nice time while here, at any rate 
about as good as could be expected 
of a 'soldier,' be at such a critical 
time. The only thing is, I get a little 
tonesome at times, and not only I, 
but the whole battalion. This is a 
pretty good place to freshen up your 
medieval and ancient histories, that 
is if aU look at as I do. I dare say 
this Is why ooBM of ua can tad aome- 
thing interesting when other can't, 
and of course they do likewise. 

"The colored boys are very strong 
in number oyer here, and growing 
s tr o ng er asonthly. A great buaeh ar- 
rived lately, and a few were ex-em- 
ployes of yours, I am sure, such as 
Fields Whaley and John Bots. A very 
young bunch, I mean from home. 
They betong to the Qoartommater's 
Corps. 

"They tell me most of the young 
fellows are leaving Paris, and natu- 
rally employment is in great demand, 
but I presume you had forseen this, 
and engaged yoOr help in the early 
spring for the summer and fall. 

"Mr. Phil, I am taking great pleas- 
ure in writing to you and Ft is my 
sincere desire that you find it inter- 
esting, although the things that I 
would call Interesting are forbi dden 
by the military censors. Everywhere 
in France you can easily see the ef- 
fects of this war. not only by devas- 
tation of property, but by depriving 
nmat faaillles of their male providers, 
and I dare say if it lad not been for 
the reciprocal debt that America 
owed her, and as America felt jvisti- 
fted in paying her, she would have 
long been whipped or vanquished.

The grain of which the two kaisers 
expected to plunder the Ukraine was 
not there— at least tbofewaa-ao little 
of It that Germany had to lower her 
bread ration, while Austria continued 
to starve a bit more rapidly. The sup- 
plies had been burned. 

These fUres were lighted^ with a kind 
of poetic Jnatice, by the remnants of 
the Czecho-Slovak army— deserters 
from the Austrian ranks and invet- 
erate enemies of the Hapsbnrgs, who 
had been reconstituted into Russian 
military units vnder- the Kerensky 
regime and fought so splendidly for 
Russia before the whole nation col- 
lapsed froai tha gnawing oC-tho hol- 
ahevikl. 

Fortunate for tho Alllaa. 

Until March of this year this Czecho- 
slovak army had bean atatiooed in the 
Ukralno-'-liOmMn IvlhM iiid 8M0O 

more In reserve. Then bolshevik rep- 
resentatives dissolved their organiza- 
tion and took away their arms, though 
about 20,000 refused to part with their 
weapons. Thay waM gNcn 
that they would be allowed 
Russia for the United States, hut, of 
course, no means of transportation 
were provided. And so they remained 
when they 'wcra. 

It was fortunate for the alllea that 
they did. As soon as they realized 
that Germany's chief objective in 
Russia was the Ukrainian grain sup- 
ply they began a systematic campaign 
of plllaga, and burning, in which they 
were'«88l8ted' by the peaaanta them- 
selves, aroused at the thought that 
ttke old landowners were to return un- 
der German protection. 

The evidence that the Ghecho-Slo- 
'fakh l^e^^e^ancc^ilasfM la ISMBh^iMBMe. 
Ck>unt Czernin, Anstro-Hnngarian 
prime minister until his tittle ex- 
change of pleusnntrles with M. 
Glemencegu, iHaced the reqwntlblUty 
for fhe^lia^ ITktaiidan di^lMM on 
the shoulders of the CtfOdiB^ainvaks. 
German ' representatlveis in ^e Aus- 
trian relchsrath repeated the charge In 
greater details. A Magyar deputy in 
the Hungarian parliament recently de- 
clared that the Gnecho-Slovnk army in 
Ukraine had hnmed or tnkan away 
everything of value. \ 
Had Their flevenge. 

Not only did they destroy what they 
could, but they fought bitterly to pre- 
vent the Teutons taking what was 
left. Retiring and hampered by their 
lack of. eqil^pinont, thej atopped to 
meet the adviiuelng GenSann Mpeat- 
edly in the field. Their last battle, 
one of those confused struggles which 
get little space In the cable reports, 
was fought near Bachmac, halfway 
between 'Kleff nnd Knrsk on^ the- road 
to Moscow. After the fight, though 
the Czecho-Slovaks had been armed 
chiefly with axes, they themselves 
buried more than 800 Qeqnana. 

Osrtalaly In Ukrhlno tlw Ohecho- 
Slovaks have had thair lavenge for 
three centuries of aullhcation and 
oppression In Bohemia. But through- 
out the war they have launched shat- 
tering blowa ngalnat their Austrian 
and Qerauui, ananlaa and the whole 
Idea of MIttei Europa. |
